City of Napa 


The City of Napa by reason of its strategic position in 
the southeast corner of the North of Bay Counties is destined 
to become the center of travel and information of this wonder- 
ful scenic region as well as for all of Northern California. It 
is the county seat of Napa County which lies to the North of 
the San Francisco and San Pablo Bays, lying practically be- 
tween two spurs of the Coast Range Mountains and being 
only 80 miles inland it has the benefit of the coastal 
influences which modify the summer heat and with the ab- 
sence of excessive winter fogs it has an ideal climate. Napa 
never has a warm night nor an excessively hot day. Snow, 
of course, is unknown except on the high hills. 


Napa is situated on the banks of the Napa River at the | 
head of navigation 15 miles north of San Pablo Bay, and at 
the lower end of the Napa Valley which runs 40 miles north 
and south through the center of the county. 


Napa is an ideal home city as attested by the many 
pretty little parks, beautiful churches, fine city library and 
a splendid school system. Two magnificent grammar 
schools are being erected at a cost of $290,000 and an up-to- 
date $300,000 High school. The latter has a 40 acre site 
ample for expansion and for athletic sports that go to make 
up a well equipped high school plant. A modern theatre 
built two years ago at a cost of $237,000 is not only an a- 
dornment but also splendidly takes care of amusement. 


Napa is also an industrial center. The California Glove

Co., The Cameron Shirt Co., The Neill Shirt Co., The Keig 
Shoe Co., and The Sawyer Tanning Co. employ hundreds of 
men and women and are a decided asset. 


The Branch Touring Bureau Office of the California 
State Automobile Association is in the handsome new Tour- 
ist Rest Room addition to Chamber of Commerce Building. 


At the head of the valley stands Mt. St. Helena (4370 ft.) 
asfriendly sentinel and at its base are the famous spouting 
geysers. Within a few miles are-some of the largest petri- 
fied trees in the world. On either side of the valley are wood- 
ed hills and ravines chiefly redwood and these constitute the 
chief charm of this beautiful and picturesque region. Lying 
along the low mountain ranges are the fertile valleys of 
Berryessa, Wooden, Chiles, Conn, Pope, Foss and Wild Horse. 


Along Napa River which winds its southerly way 
through the east side of the valley is a stretch of land four 
or five miles wide which is very deep soil capable of produc- 
ing any fruit of the temperate or sub-tropical nature. 


Good foothill land ranges in price from $60 to $150 per 
acre while the more level bare lands sell anywhere from $250 
to $500 per acre. The value of bearing orchard varies ac- 
cording to location and improvements and the kind of:fruit» 
Prunes $900 to $1500 per acre; Grapes $400 to $700 per acre; 
Peaches $500 to $700 per acre; Pears $900 to $1500 per acre; 
Cherries $700 to $1500 per acre. 


Prunes 


__ Being in a well protected valley the conditions are just 
right for the production of an exceptionally well flavored 
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sweet prune. Prunes in quality and production are by far 
the most important and valuable crop of Napa County. 


Grapes 


From the standpoint of total production the greatest re- 
turns are from the grapes and the grape products. There 
are about 15000 acres, and Napa County is world famous 
for its vineyards. 

Pears 


All of the deep rich valley lands and those bordering the 
Napa River have fully demonstrated their adaptability to the 
pear. Heavy planting in recent years have developed into 
highly profitable orchards. 


Apples 


Along the slopes of the hills and back in the smaller val- 
leys is quite an acreage planted to apples. A great many 
different varieties are grown and of good quality. 


Dairy Industry 


Conditions warrant a much larger dairy industry. Al- 
falfa can be grown successfully along the river and there are 
a few good dairies. The tendency however has been towards 
prunes and grapes and a good paying industry has been some 
what neglected. The product is easily shipped to San Fran- 
cisco only 50 miles in a fresh condition, as water transporta- 
tion, electric road and steam road provide excellent shipping 
facilities. 


Poultry Industry 


Through the Napa Valley the poultry farms are begin- 
ning to constitute one of Napa’s principal industries. Cli- 
matic and feed conditions are highly favorable to poultry and 
egg productions. The industry may be described as a steady 
increasing source of income. With the big returns of the 
past few years impetus has been given to the industry. 
Realizing its great future the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Real Estate Board and the Farm Bureau have joined forces 
to develop this rapidly growing industry. The Napa Poultry 
Colony is destined to become one of the big poultry centers 
of the west.
